INVENTIVE STF.P OS) claims 1 -10 

Dl: US 6357135 Bl (SILVERBROOK) 19 March 2002 

Claim 1: Dl discloses a binocular having a built-in printer for printing a graphic image corresporiding to an 
optical miage received optically by the binocular. This differs from the present claim merely in that a printer is 
integral with a binocular while the present claim requires a printer to be integral with a telescope . However 
both bmoculars and telescopes are well known devices which possess the same functional features of providmg 
tor telescopic magnification of a scene so as to enhance the user's visual capabilities. In other words a 
bmocular is effectively a telescope, or a form of a telescope. Li any case, Dl clearly states that the present 
. invention relates to the utilization of binoculars or telescope devices wherein the device includes an integral 
printer which is able to print images on demand (see column 1 lines 59-62). Dl, at column 1 lines 65 to column 

2 ime 3, further descnbes the common visual enhancement features of devices such as binoculars, telescopes 
and mght glasses. This has clearly directed a person skilled in the art to apply the teaching of this document 
(which t^s the example of a binocular device) on similar devices including at least telescopes and night 
glasses. Therefore, the present claim is considered to lack an inventive step (at least) in the light of Dl. 

Claim 2: Dl, including a CCD sensor 14 and a central processor (see column 3 lines 36-44), has disclosed the 
additional features defined in the present claim. 

Claim 3: a micro-control circuit appears to be used in the device of Dl, and printers incorporating severing 
nmction is also known. re & 

Claims 4-5: see the disclosure of Dl at column 3 line 36 and lines 65-67. 

Claims 6-8, 10: the printer features defined in the present claims are disclosed in Dl. See for example, column 

3 Imes 44-50, and Fig, 1. *^ 

Claim 9: the attachment details of the printer with the main body of the device such that the graphic image is 
dispensed in a desired way are mare workshop variations. 
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
